mation as to when and ho\i^ 
much of the more import it.t 
work is done at this Station 
thit will l)€ of interest to farm 
ers, stockmen, poultrymen, gar¬ 
deners and beekeepers. Work 
in the garden has been .‘^elected 
for disscussion in this letter. 
The next two oi three letters 
will be devoted to the cars and 
feeding of poultry for winter 
egg production. 

FALL WORK IN THE Hi 
UIGATED GARDEN 

The regular fall work wrs 
held up b.v the thieo or more 
heavy snowfalls late in October 
and early Noveml>er,i when p to¬ 
tal of nearly 32 inches of snow 
was recorded and at least a 
brief period or two of zero tern 
perature^ prevailed. Fortunat¬ 
ely, however chinook winds per¬ 
sisted long enough to melt all of 
the snow and dry out the soil to 
make conditions ideal for fall 
IHoWing; Fttr iweive flftys now. 
November 8th to date of writ¬ 
ing! these warm winds from the 
south-west have prevailed dailv 
to maintain favorable cor.di- 
tionsfoi outside work, and the 
fullest possible advantage ha? 
Ijeen taken of these favorable 
conditions to get the irrigated 
garden prepared for next year. 

The gardener’s greatest ci>u- 
cem wfle to get the Iniul man¬ 
ured and ploughed licJore liceze 
up, since a liberal application ot 
well rotted manure idoughed 
under in the fall is tonsldereci 
of the utmost importance in the 
preparation of an irrigated gar¬ 
den soil or any garden for 
that matter where tho land is 
not summei-fallowed. Our ir¬ 
rigated land especially needs to 
bo fall ploughed. The mtificial 
application of water causes a 
certain degree of lumpinejs that 
can i'.o most effectively over¬ 
come by fall ploughing end ex¬ 
posing these lumps to the ac¬ 
tion 01 winter freezing and thaw 
ing. Moreover manure has been 
found most efleclive when ap- 
riliod and jdoughed under in Hie 
fall. This does not apply to the 
dry land garden since at thi*' 
station the land used for dry 
land gardtP wt.)!- is summer- 
fallowed every other year. The 
manure here is applied usually 
during the winter before Ih.o 
spring rush starts ai d i.-, turned 
under when lli:* land Is r/immo) 
fallowed eai’ly in June. Onlv 
vorv.we'l rotted mnnu*’e is usal 
on the dry land. 

COVERING 
CANES FOR WINTER 
PROTECTION 

Last week the raspiierry bush 
es at the Station w-ei’e covered 
witii 3 to 4 inches of moist soil 
after all the old canes had been 
removed and the new or last 
season’s canes har* been l>ent 
over lengthwise with the rows.

WINNERS AT THE 


ROYAL FAIR 

Alberta exhibitors in all class¬ 
es at the Royal Fair. Toronto, 
this year have piled up victor¬ 
ies until the province has come 
within an ace of equalling last 
year’s great record. The impos¬ 
ing total for this year is 225 
prizes, with a few more still to 
be added to the list. Last year’s 
total was 252 prizes. Last year 
there were 25 championships in 
iil> with four special prizes. 
This year the championships in¬ 
clude tw'o in field crops, one in 
dairy cattle, one in beef cattle 
aiiU two Hi po'iUry. 

The beef classes lurnisli the 
majority of prizes, totalling G4, 
including a grand championship, 
nine other championships, and 
17 first prizes. The grand cham¬ 
pionship went to Fyank Collicut 
of Crossfield, a Hereford junior 
female. Mr. CcJHcut went east 
this year with only eight head 
but was able to walk ofl’ with 
a grand championsip. two junior 
championships, four reserve 
championships, nine firsts and 
six other prizes. 

The Prince of Wales Joined 
the ranks of Alberta champions 
by taking a reseitve champion¬ 
ship on his senior Shorthorn 
bull “Princeton MacDuff.* 

Tlie University of Albarta, 
for ten yearn one of the leaders 
in beef cattle winnings at the 
Royal this year got a reserva 
champioship on Rroup of three 
#teers, « reserxe on Angus 
steer, and a reserve on a senior 
Shorthorn calf, with 11 other 
prizes. The MacIntyre Ranch 
near Lethbridge, J. L. Walters 
of Clive and E. J. Hoake of 
Acme were other winners in 
the beef classes. 

In dairy cattle Alberta has 
been writing real history at the 
RoyaL Last year the two exhib¬ 
itors in Holsteins, The C. P.R. 
Strathmore farm and Hays and 
Co. of Calgary, took a total of 
57 prizes. This year they have 
almost equalled that record. The 
outstanding win wa^ the fem¬ 
ale grand chemplonsfiip on the 
C.P. R.’s eight year old cow 
’’Wayne Sylvia’’. The Strath¬ 
more farm look 19 other prizes 
while Hays and Co. had a total 
of 20 prizes, including the tro¬ 
phy for the best junior herd. J. 

J. Richards of Ited Dcei, won 
three prizes in Aryshires. In 
dual puriiose Shorthorns, the 
Alberta Department of Agricult 
lire, for the second year in sue 
cession won junior and reserve 
grand championshihp on its 
yearling bull, “Dominator and 
similar championships were al¬ 
so taken by Wm. Hudson of 
Kathryn, on dual purpose year¬ 
ling female. The two-year-old 
turkey tom owned by Mrs. llou- 
clier of Czar led the parade ol 
Alljerta champions not only by 
taking the grand championship 
in the turkey show but also by 
taking the championsbm 

of the whole iioultry sho\y with 
its 6,000 entries. In addition 
there wore 10 other prize-; in 
turkeys, with onlv 12 entries m 
all.
